THE GREAT DISSENTER 


We noted with a slight misgiving last week that Council- 
man Orégon Smith, the great dissenter on the Ontario city 
council, was busy again with his nayes while colleague council- 
men were nodding assent in a body. ; . 

Not that we disapprove of Councilman Smith’s dissenting. 
Far from it. Every elective body needs a ‘‘watchman’’ and Mr. 
Smith fills that bill very ably just as Paul Hottel does for the 
Upland council and R. C. Wolf for the Chaffey school board. 

By questioning the motives behind motions, Councilman 
Smith has done his bit to keep the Ontario council on its toes. 
He has saved that body from several embarrasing moments and 
probably saved the taxpayers a pretty penny or two, 

But last week’s dissenting vote on an appropriation to 
paint markers on the Ontario International Airport, was just 
a wee bit uncalled for, we believe. 

Certainly Councilman Smith has had access to the records 
of the aviation committee. And if he has, then he knows the 
possibilities the airfield holds. He should know of the great 
interest being shown in the airport by airlines, aircraft manu- 
facturers and other allied industries. , ,

port the No. 1 industry of the area. :

Councilman Smith says we are spending too much money 
which will never be returned. If he can back up this statement, 
perhaps the situation could bear looking into. : : 

Maybe the great dissenter has information which the avia- 
tion committee does ~ot possess. 

But if he is merely mirroring a philosophy of government 
then perhaps it would be better that he admit it. 

Dissent on councilman, but not on just a theory. The records 
of the aviation committee indicate big things for the airport.

CHINA REDS CAPTURE AMOY 


HONG KONG (UP)—Chinese Communists captured the big south- 
east port of Amoy Monday after 2 bitter, month-long fight and elinch- 
ed their hold on almost the entire 2,000-mile coastline from Korea to 
HongKong. Twenty-three hundred Communist regular troops moveG 
up to the Hong Kong border and the Communist Peiping radio hinted 
that a demand for withdrawal of British troops from this outpost of 
empire might be imminent. 


CHARGE PLOT TO REDUCE MARINES 


WASHINGTON (UP)—Marine Gens. Clifton B. Cates and Alex- 
ander A. Vandegrift yesterday asked congress to break up an alleged 
army plot to reduce the Leatherneck Corp to a small “police force.” 
Cates, Marine Corps Commandant, and Vandegrift, his retired pre- 
decessor, testified as the house armed services committee ended the 
prosecution phase of its sensational hearings on Navy grievances 
against unification policies. 


FRENCH PREMIER RESIGNS 


PARIS: (UP)—Socialist Premier Jules Moch resigned last night 
after 11 days of struggling to piece together a cabinet from among 
France’s bickering middle-of-the-road political parties. President Vin- 
cent Aurio lpromptly accepted Moch’s resignation and began to confer 
with party heads to find a successor. Moch had to give up with a 
completed cabinet list in his pocket. At one point he was within 
minutes of presenting it to the president. 


PROVE FOREIGN AID SPENDING 
APPROVE FC (UP)—The senate appropriations committee ap- 
proved late yesterday a $1,314,010,000 spending program to help re- 
arm the Atlantic pact countries and other free nations against 
the threat of Coramunist aggression. The bill includes almost all of 
the money President Truman asked to put the pact nations back on 
the road to military security. 


AGREE ON 58-GROUP AIRFORCE 


WASHINGTON (UP)—A_ senate-house conference committee 
agreed last night on a $15,585,863,498 national defense spending bill 
and an immediate step-up in the strength of the Air Force to 58 groups. 


TRUMAN VETOS INDIAN BILL 


WASHINGTON (UP)—President Truman yesterday vetoed “with 
reluctance” a bill which would have established a 10-year rehabilita- 
tion program for the Navajo and Hopi Indian tribes, The Chief Execu- 
tive objected principally to a section of the bill extending state civil 
and criminal laws and court jurisdiction to the Navajo-Hopi reserva- 
tions, now under federal law and tribal laws and courts. 


E 17 FROM BURNED SHIP 

RESCUE | WASH. (UP) — Seventeen crewmen, adrift in two 
whaleboats on “pretty rough seas” for four hours after the 1343-ton 
Panamanian lumber schooner Salina Cruz burned and sank off the 
Washington coast, last night were rescued by the U. S. Fish and Wild- 
life vessel Black Douglas. 
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Upland’s Big Stink cost 
Chino fertilizer Dealer Fred 
Alvarez $100 yesterday — and 
all he did was spread wet ferti- 
lizer around in a grove last 
week, 

Alvarez, 118 F street, Chino, 
drew a $300 penalty for violat- 
ing City Ordinance 337, which 
sets moisture content of fertilizer 
spread in groves at 20 per cent. 
Alvarez pleaded guilty to spread- 
ing fertilizer with a moisture con- 
tent of 38.3 per cent in the grove 
of Mrs. Alice Shelton, 220 West 
19th street. 

Judge George Imhoff, acting for 
Judge Mildred Puckett, tanded 
Alvarez a $300 jolt, but suspended 
$200. Alvarez was released on his 
promise to pay the other $100. 


TOO-WET FERTILIZER 


Upland’s police were set on the 
trail of too-wet fertilizer Wednes- 
day afternoon when reports began 
coming in that Upland clfactory 
senses were being disturbed. 

Samples were collected by the 
unhappy police officers and taken 
on a tour of chemical laboratories. 
Finally, Chaffey Chemist H. Mer- 
chant, 134 Hawthorne drive, 
agreed to analyze the bottled Big 
Stink. His analysis of 38.3 per 
cent moisture content set the law 
after the guilty fertilizer spreader. 

Alvarez was contacted through 
the Chino police department. He 
appeared yesterday afternoon and 
received his sentence. 


SET COUNCIL ON EDGE 

The Big Stink set Upland City 
Council on edge several weeks 
ago, when a delegation of local 
and visiting fertilizer dealers and 
grovers appeared to protest a 
proposed ordinance amendment 
which would have lowered the 


‘boom on too wet hog -and other 


varieties of fertilizer. 


The councilmen backed down 
on their proposed amendment, but 
decided to prod the police depart- 
ment into cracking down on vio- 
lators of the present ordinance. 

Alvarez was the first victim of 
the new get-tough- policy with 
stinking fertilizer.

MWD Approves 


Boundaries of 
Chino Basin Area 


Circulation of petitions calling 
for a vote on annexation of the 
West End to the Metropolitan 
Water district has been given the 
green light by MWD legal and 
engineering departments. 

Major Phillip Hasbrouck, en- 
gineering committee chairman of 
the Joint Chino Water Basin 
Supply committee, reported to the 
committee executive board yester- 
day afternoon on MWD approval 
of boundries on a map of the pro-~ 
posed district. 

Hasbrouck outlined a _ six-step 
plan which was approved by the 
executive board. His plan will pro- 
vide the necessary spadework for 
preparation of petitions calling 
for a vote by Ontario, Upland, 
Chino, Fontana, and nearby dis- 
tricts on annexation. 

SIX POINT PROGRAM 

Hasbrouck’s six-point program 
calls for: 

1. Joint Basin committee’s at- 
torney to complete preparation of 
the petitions with full instructions 
for circulators. 


2. Submit one copy of the peti- 
tion to the MWD legal depart- 
ment for approval. 


3. Submit one copy to San Ber- 
nardino county counsel for ap- 
proval. 


4. Consult the county clerk and 
various city clerks to asertain the 
number of signatures necessary to 
set up a water district. 

5. After approval of MWD and 
the county counsel, print suffi- 
cient copies for circulation. 

6. Begin circulation for neces- 
sary signatures (10) per cent of 
the total number voting in the last 
gubernatorial election). 

The committee voted to notify 
William Walk, attorney for the 
group, that preliminary work af- 
fecting the petition has been com- 
pleted and that his committe pro- 
ceed to draw up the petitions for 
circulation throughout the dis- 
trict.

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Final Decision on 
Rent Decontrol 


Set for Nov. 21 


Ontario city council decided last night to come up with 


a final rent decontrol decision 
With the Ontario-Upland 


on November 21. 
Realty Board and the United 


Electrical Workers trading verbal blows, the council listened 


before a packed chamber and de- 
‘cided over the objections of Coun- 
cilman Oregon Smith to bring in 
a decision November 21. Smith 
wanted decontrol, last night. 

Additional ammunition against 
decontrol was furnished in a re- 
port submitted by Gilbert Lindsey, 
representing San Bernardino Rent 
Advisory Board No. 1. The board 
came out strongly against rent 
decontrol at this time. 


STICK TO PROCEDURE 

Ontario Attorney Lynn W. 
Kloepfer, representing UEW Local 
1012 executive board, tied into 
the decontrol petition submitted 
by the Ontario-Upland Real Es- 
tate Board. 


Kloepfer requested the council 
to stick to the procedure recom- 
mended for rent decontrol hear- 
ings by the League of California 
cities. The realty board’s petition 
should be required to set forth 
sufficient facts to warrant a hear- 
ing, he said. 

“We feel it might be in order 
for the realty board to show how 
they found the vacancies they 
claim exist in Ontario,” Kloepfer 
told the council. 


DEARDS TO DEFENSE 

Robert Deards, representing the 
real estate board, defended the de- 
control petition. The survey 
shows, he said, that housing can 
be found by anyone who wants it. 

“We feel that there is no longer 
any justification for rent control 
in Ontario,’ Deards said. 

Deards submitted an additional 


list of 68 vacancies which a new 


spot survey by members of the 
real estate board had uxcovered. 
AMOUNT UNIMPORTANT 

Kloepfer seized upon this 
and proceeded to read them to 
the council. The majority of the 
new list indicated houses for sale 
and ready for rental when com- 
pleted. He then questioned Deards 
on why no rental figure was in- 
cluded. 

Deards replied that the real es- 
tate board “does not feel that the 
amount of rent is important.” 

“Leveling off will follow if de- 
control is allowed, for many own- 
ers will not rent under existing 
controls; they prefer to sell,” 
Deards said. 

MIND MADE UP 

Councilman Oregon Smith tang- 
led with the UEW’s representative 
when Kloepfer asked him point 
blank if he were a member of 
the real estate board. 

Smith replied that he had repre- 
sented the board legally and could 
be considered a non-dues paying 
associate member. 

“As I see it, this is a matter of 
Americanism. Owners are being 
deprived of their property rights. 
My mind has been made up since 
the end of the war,” Smith said. 

Damaging testimony against de- 
control was contained in the re- 
port submitted by the Rent Ad- 
visory Board. Partisans of both 
Sides tangled over the findings 
which refuted the decontrol peti- 
tion of the real estate board. 
SMITH CHALLENGED 

Smith continued referring to 
the Rent Advisory Board as 
“yours” when arguing with Kloep- 
fer, until he was challenged by 
Lindsey. 

Lindsey told Smith and the 
council that the Rent Advisory 
Board's report was an unbiased 
check of material submitted as 
evidence before the council by 
the real estate board. The report 
revealed that out of 168 alleged 
vacancies, their survey only turned 
up 19, or one-half of 1 per cent of 
rental housing ‘ivailable in On- 
tario. 

Deards challenged the advisory 
survey; Smith challenged the ad- 
visory survey; and Kloepfer chal- 
lenged both Deards and Smith. 

After hearing several other de- 
control adherants, the council 
voted to return a verdict on No- 
vember 21. A resolution calling 
for immediate decontrol by Smith 
died for lack of a second.

be chilled well before Stuffing, 
then transferred to the freezer at 
once, 

Extremely large stuffed turkeys 
of 20 to 30 pounds may not do as 
well in the freezer as the smaller 
ones. They take a longer time to 
thaw and a rancid flavor may de- 
velop in some cf the fat before 
they become proper] y cooked.

Marquis Childs 





(EDITOR’s NOTE: Marquis 
Chids, noved Washington c:tum- 
lust and commentator on inter- 
national aftairs, is in Norway 
on the first leg of an extensive 
huuropean tour to study and ap- 
praise news trends, both polit- 
ical and economic. His anatyses 
and impressions will be reflected 
in his daily column, of which 
this is the first.) 


OSLO, Norway Once again, 
there is dramatic proof that com- 
munism cannot win free elections 
in a free democracy. 

In the election just held here, 
the Norwegian people have com- 
pletely rejected communism. It 
is one of the most striking demon- 
strations since the end of the war 
of the failure cf the Communist 
party to win adherents in an open 
contest, with the right to use every 
device of press and radio to appeal 
to the people. The number of 
Communists in parliament was 
reduced from 11 to one. 

Even allowing for Norway's sys- 
tem of representation, which pen- 
alizes cities in favor of small com- 
munities, it is a remarkable out- 
come in a country with a long 
tradition of radicalism. Pravda 
undoubtedly will scream about 
American imperialism and _ the 
bloody oppression of American 
Cossacks. But while Marshall 
Plan aid was a vital factor in hceld- 
ing the economic line, this was in 
no sense a bought vote. Norwe- 
gians are far too independent for 
that. 


JUST ANOTHER PARTY 

The rejection of communism 
here came as a result of the Com- 
munist coup in Czecho-Slovakia 
and the gradual realization of 
what it has meant for Norway and 
every other free country. Up until 
the Czecho-Slovak tragedy, the be- 
lief had persisted that the Com- 
munists were just another party 
Four years ago, they received 12 
per cent of the total vote and
